Ccording to advices received 
before the beginning of laft 
year, the TURKISH govern- 
ment had got two infurredtions 
entirely fuppreffed, one of them in Egypt, 
the otber in the ifland of Cyprus. A 
third had been fet on foot by Heraclius, 
one of the chiet princes of Georgia, be- 
tween the Cafpian and Black feas, where 
the inbabitants, profeflors of the Chri- 
{tian religion, according to the principal 
tenets and praftices of the Eaftern or 
Greek church, bad been long oblived to 
furnifh the Grand Signior’s feraglio year- 
ly witly a number of beautiful virgins, 
for which their country is famous, asa 
pert of their tribute. Thefe people, 
Vou, XXXII. 


looking upon fuch a cuftom as feandalous 
to their religion, end {hocking to the re- 
lations of the girls made fuch victims, 
had rifen under the command of Prince 
Heractius, a man of an enterprifing ge- 
nus, who had learned the art of war by 
travelling in Europe, and got a number 
of his veflals initiu@ed in it, by fending 
them alfo thither for the fame purpofe. 
The Georgians had gained confiderable 
adventages over the Turks; but finding 
themicives at length likely to have the 
whoie force of the empire to ftruggle 
with, as the infurgents ia the two other 
countries, whom they confidcred as their 
stiiflants, had been overpowered, it v ogld 
appear fiom advices received in 1767, 
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that they accepted of peace offered them, 
on condition of their paying to the Sul- 
tan annually atribute of 18,000 piaftres, 


end delivering up to him twenty-four of 
tleir voung native maidens, Jt was 
thoucht, indeed, as accounts from Con- 
ftantinople imported, that this latter 
part, relpedting virgins natives of ther 
own country, would not in faét be com- 
pled with. There were fu'fequent ad- 
vices that fame year, that Pr. Herachius 
ad agai been feen in diferent parts of 
irope ; end in the end of it, that the 
rte had received authentic information 
f another infurreétion of the*Georpians 
vein votended, in confequence of which 
a Tork th army was on march towards 
the Black fea. During the laft year we 
jaw nothing new concerning thole peo- 
ple. How they would hehave in cafe of 
the Porte being eogeged in a foreign or 
domeftic war of comtequence, is but a 
matter cf {peculation. 

[n the beginning of laft year, thet moft 
ymediately under review, wehad acon- 
frmation of what had been afferted near 
the end of 1°69, namely, that «foreigner, 
who affumed the name of. Stefaxo, and 
for fome time c&ed as a phyfician in the 
province of Montenegro, tributary to 
the Grard Signier, end bordering on the 
Venetian Dalmatia, had there publicly 
declared himlelf to be the Czar Peter 
IT. of Ruiha, pretending that the report 
of his death was defignedly fpread, but 
that he found means to elcape from bis 
prifon ; that Stefano bad got himielf pu- 
blickly acknowledzed as Czar by the peo- 
pic, faid to be 30,000 men able to bear 
arins, inhabiting a country furrounded by 
almott inaccefhole mountains, and «llo 
by the bithop and every order of the 
clerey. all being extremely attached to 
the name of Mutrovite or Ruffian, <s 

being of the 
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well on account of their 
Greek religion, the fame with that pro- 
tefled tn Roti , 8&8 becauufe the Kutianr 
have long empioved the proper 
of mantaming a great influence 
among them; and that the pretended 
Peter IIL. was faid to be a man of fpirit, 
ef a fine figure, and provided in a great 
seal of moner, which he dillributed a- 
mong his folciers with profufion. We 
Were ic.d in the courfe of te/t vear, of the 
Rohan embaijador at Confantinople ha- 
wog nothed tothe Bilhop of Montene- 
_ that the Emprefs his fovereign 
id withdraw hee ufval Viberatities to 
he churches of that diocele, fo long as 
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he and his dependents continued to coun 
tenance the impoftor,. The Venetian 
foldiers in Dalmatia were reckoned, by 
the Turkifh Agas in the neighbourhood, 
to maintain a fecret correfpondence with 


Stefano; and three communities of the 


part of Dalmatia under the republic’s do- 
minion actually joined the Montenegrins. 
The fenate of Venice, wanting to keep 
on good terms with the Perte, offered 
rewards for the heads of Stefano and 
fome of his principal adherents; and 
declared that the republic was endeavour- 
ing todraw off her fubjeéts from the 
party they had taken. When the year 
was well advanced, we were informed, 
that the Ottoman miniftry had ordered 
an ariny of above 20,000 men to be con- 
ducted againit the Montenegrins, and gi- 
ven aflurance to tle Venetians of the 
Porte’s conftant friend{hip. We had 
next an account from Conftantinople, 
that, near the beginning of September, 
the Turks had’ made themfelves mafters 
of a fortrefs and a monaitery, both fitu- 
ated among the Montenegrin rocks, with 
the lots of a great number of lives on 
their ide; that Stefano, at the head of 
10.000 rebels, as well Roman-Catholics 
as Greeks, had defended himfelf with 
much valour; and that his defign was to 
ere&t a free ftate, like that of Malta. 
Advices which came from Venice about 
the muddle of Oober imported, that 
the Turks had been obliged to abandon 
the firft pofts they took in the moun- 
tains, and incamp in the plain at the 
foot of them, where they were facking 
all the villages, and deftroying, without 
dittin@ion of age or fex, the inhabitants 
of thole which made the leaft refiltance. 
he laft accounts received in the year 
under review, left the fituation of af- 
fairs with refpe@ to that people very un- 
certain ; thofe from one place aflerting, 
that the Turks hed made peace. with 
them, in order that they might employ 
their troops elfewhere ; and thofe trom 
another, that the Turks and Venetians 
having agreed to attack the Montene- 
grins in concert, the Turks engaged too 
precipitately, by which means they were 
beaten, and fnifered confiderable lofs. 

[t cannot be doubted but that the Ote 
toman miniftry would with to have inter- 
hal peace in all parts of the empire, as 
war had been declared at Gonftantinople, 
againtt Rufia, en the 8th of Ofober. 
The reatons afipned for that decharation 
were, a violation of the Turkith territory 
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by fome Ruffian troops, and their killiag 
a number of Mufluimen, things which 
the court of Peterfburg enher difavowed 
or denied, and the long ttay of Ruflians 
in Poland, the occafion of which we will 
foon have to take notice of. Some faid, 
that what weizhed mott in the cafe was, 
a propofa! made by many of the Poles, in 
their diftracted fituation, tocede part of 
Podolia and Volbinia to the Turks, on 
the (ame footing that Moldavia and Wal- 
lachia are (ubject to them, namely, that 
the inhabitants fhould pay an annual tri- 
bute to the Grand Signior, at the fuine 
time being at full liberty to profefs the 

hriftian religion; and this upon condi- 
tion that the Turks would affift thofe 
Poles to drive the Ruilians out of their 
country. 

Lateit advices received in the year, 
mentioned fome circumitances, as what 
perhaps induce the Octoman minittry to 
decline entering into war with Ruifia, 
if the furious claimours of the populace 
and foldiery at Conftantinople did not 
force them, to wit, that befide what bas 
been related of the Montenegrins, a large 
body of Turkifh fubjeéts was in arms ia 
the Lower Albany; that a great many 
Greeks in the Morea were oppofing the 
government ; that the Perflans hed com- 
mitted fome hoftilities on the Turkiih 
frontiers, and feenied to be making pre- 
parations of confeguence for carrying 
them further. 

POLAND was in avery diftraéted and 
miferable Gtuation during by far the 
greate(t part of the year under review, 
in confequence of a long train of events, 
which fliall be recapitulated in as concile 
amanner as we think confiftent with ma- 
king them be tolerably well under{tood, 

A decree was made by the convention- 
diet in 17644, during the inter-reigo im- 
wnediately preceding the election of his 
prefent Polith Majeitv, in regard to all 
diffznters fron the Roman-Catholic reli- 
gion, which mere than any former one 
abridged their religious liberty, and en- 
tirely excluded them from all civil potts 
and employments in the ftate. That 
decree was confirmed by the coronation- 
diet held after the election, norwith- 
{tanding remonitrances by the courts of 
Peteriburg and Berlin, backed by the in- 
fluence of G, Brituin and Denmark; to 
ali which powers, as alto to Sweden, the 
Ditdents tud aprleed for their good of- 
ices.

Declarations by the courts of Peteri- 
burg, London, Berlin, and Copenhagen, 
were prefented to tis Poltith Mojetty, 
and by bim laid before the diet. Thole 
declarations 
ment of the Diflidents in their civil rights, 
and the peaceable enjoyment of their 
modes of worfhip, aflerted in the deela - 
rations to have been fecured to thole 
people by the laws of the kingdorr, 
which bad been obferved during two 
cepntucies, and confirmed by the impor- 
tant treaty of Oliva, which could not 
be altered without the confent of all the 
contracting parties. After violent con- 
teits in the dict, in which the clergy dif- 
tinguifhed themfelves.bv their keennefs, 
the matter was referred to the bithops 
and fenators, for their opinion. Upon 
report by them, the diet came to a re-' 
fojution, That they would fully main- 
tain the Diffidents tn all the rights and 
prerogatives to which they were intitled 
by the laws of the country, particularly 
by the conttitutions of the vears 1717, 
1743, and 1736, which in the mean time 
had been deciared and protefted apain{t 
by foreign powers; and that as to their 
grievances in regard to the exercife of 
their religion, the college of Bithops, 
under the ‘direction of the Prince Pri- 
mate, would endeavour to remove them, 
in amanner coniormable to juftice and 
neighbourly love. On the Jatt day of 
the diet’s fitting, the whole collepe of 
Prelaies, except the Bilhop of Wilna, 
who refufed it, and two others mot pre- 
fent, figned nine articles, which were 
Gepofied among the archives of the 
kingdom, importing, That the Diflidents 
were to be allowed the free éxercife of 
their religion in all places whére they 
had been permitted by the law (ineaning 
we fuppole finance the vear 1717) to have’ 
churches, end might repair (hele church 
es, or rebui'd them, but not ecilarge 
their extent; that they were to hive 
burving-places, the tunerals to be per- 
formed w thout ceremonies, exccpt thofe 
permitted by the law; that where they 
had no churches, they mmphe perform di- 
vine fervice privately im thelr houles ;' 
and that the Greek prielts mipht bap- 
tize, Marry, and bury, provided they 
paid the eftablifhed clergy their leo ot fee-. 
A refolution to maintain the Digidests 
in elk the siphts and 
which they were intitled by the conflitu- 
tien ofthe yeze 1727, enl others Gacethen, 
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could give bat little fatisfaétion, as they 
dated the beginning of their futferings from 
the con{titution of 1717. The referring of 
their religious grievances to the college of 
the Bi(hops,a body of men who had brought 
upon them all the evils of which they 
complained, and by their ftation could 
pot be favourable to them, was reckoned 
a weafure ftil! more unreafonable than 
any that had formerly been taken; and 
alfo a new infringement of the conftitu- 
tions of the kingdom, by endeavouring 
to draw the Diffidents from the civil ju- 
rifdiétion, under which they ought to be, 
and fubje& them to that of the Popith 
clergy. A fall body ef Ruffian troops, 
which had been in Poland during a part 
of the inter-reign, at the time of the 
King’s election, and till the period juft 
taken notice of, was on this occafion 
augmented by 15,000 more of them. 

The Difidents, having previoufly con- 
certed matters with the foreign powers 
their favourers and protefors, entered 
into two confederacies, on the 20th of 
March 1767, at Thorn in Great Poland, 
and Sluck in the Great Duchy of Li- 
thuania, both to the fame purpofe. Af- 
ter taking notice of the ancient conftitu- 
tions, which confirmed the liberty of re- 
ligion, and eftabiiflied a perfe@ equality 
among the nobility, conititutions decla- 
sed to be fundamental laws of the ftate, 
paiticularly the conflitutions of 1573, 
and a good many.others {pecified down- 
ward for above a century, fortified by a 
folemn oath, that no one fhould be op- 
prefled or perlecuted on account of dif- 
terence of relipion; a long recital was 

inade of opprefiions and violences, endu- 
red tucceilively by the Difiidents fince 
1717, nN regard to their perfons, their 
churches, their rights and liberties. The 
confederators obferved in the aé@, that 
ail their hopes of redrefs from com- 
plaints, manrteftoes, and protefts, had 
vanifhed fince the immediately preceding 
diet, when, inflead of their fituation being 
rendered eafier, the conftitutions of 1764 
had been confrmed, which took from 
them even the fhadow of all their birth- 
tights, and threatened them with entire 
deitrudion. They fwore jointly to de- 
fend their ancient privileges, and the 
free exercife of their religion; at the 
fame time protefting, that they would 
rermain faithful and ebedient to the 
King, to whom they fent a deputation, 
ailuring him of their fidelity, and fup- 
plicating his protection. They claimed, 
by virtue of public treaties, the tutelage 
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of the powers who guarantee their rights 
and liberties; and declared, that they 
had no intention of aéting to the detri- 
ment of the Roman-Catholic religion, 
but only afked the freedom of their own, 
and the re-eftablitlinent of their ancient 
rights. The Duke and Nobles of Cour- 
land acceded to the confederacy of Li- 
thuania, on the 15th of May. 
Soon after the figning of thofe confe- 
deracies, a new declaration of the Em- 
prefs of Ruffia was delivered to his Polifh 
Majefty. In it fhe reprefented the con- 
cern it gave her, to behold a ftate, in 
the happinefs of which fhe took fo much 
intereft, attacked in its foundations, by 
a forcible feparation of a fixth part of 
the citizens from the main body; alfo 
obferving, that this was not the only 
point which divided the Polifh nation, 
for that it had for fome time concealed 
in its bofom the feeds of difcord, which 
threatened the public tranquillity. She 
declared, That fhe tock under her pro- 
teétion the confederation of Diffidents, 
as bound by the engagements of her 
crown; and intimated her defire to have 
an extraordinary diet affembled, for do- 
ing juftice to all, and drying up the 
fource of every difcontent and divifion ; 
at the fame time informing, that her pro- 
te@ion was not confined to the Diffidents, 
but would extend to every Pole, from 
the moment of his acceding to the plan 
of conciliation. His Prufian Majetty, 
in a frefh declaration prefented about 
that time, expreffed his fentiments much 
tothe fame purpofe ; and advifed the 
Polifh nation to meet in a diet extraor- 
dinary,’ for a general pacification of all 
its members. 

On the 25th of May that year, a great 
fenatus confultum was held at Warlaw ; 
in which it was refolved, that an extra- 
ordinary diet, for determining the affair 
of the Diffidents, without mentioning 
any other purpofe which we got notice 
of, fhould be opened the sth of Oétober. 

About this time great numbers of o- 
ther contederacies were formed through- 
out all Poland and Lithuania. As by far 
the greater part of them did not at all 
appear unfavourable to the Difhidents, 
but oniv to be againft the adminiftration 
of pudlic affairs, into which they alled- 
ged innovations had been introduced, they 
were for fome time called Confederations 
of Malecontents. All thofe confederacies 
publifhed manifeftoes, in which thev re- 
commended to the inhabitants in general 

to 
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o quarter and treat the Ruffian troops, 
then augmented to about 30,000 men, 
‘sc the defenders of the Polifh Jiberty ; 
acquainting them, that proper perfons 
ad been every where appointed to rate 
he value of provifions furnifhed to thofe 
“troops. 
Prince Radzivil, who had been married 
“to the King’s fifter, who vigoroully {trove 
‘to difeoncert meafures taken for his Ma-

efty’s elevation to {the throne, and had 
‘heen in foreign countries from the time 
of that event forward, returned home in 
‘fommer. Along with the news of that 
jcame information, that he had engaged 
‘to accede to the confederation made by 
hthe Diffidents of Lithuania. Count Bra- 
S nicki, who had obflinately oppofed his 
§ Majefty’s eleation, but was afterwards 
received into favour, and reftored to his 
* office, was reckoned to favour the confe- 
, deracy of Difidents entered into at Thorn. 
- All-this was reckoned to be fomewhat 
© extraordinary at the time, as both thofe 
noblemen publicly profeffed the Roman- 
_ Catholic religion. 
in June, the confederacy of Lithuania 
_re-eftablifhed Pr. Radzivil in his liberty, 
& eftates. and honours, of all which the 
~ ftates of that Great Duchy had deprived 
4 him in 17643; and confequent to that, he 
_ was chofen Marfhal of the General Con- 
- federacy of all Poland, camnofed of the 
_ particular ones before mentioned, which 
» then began to be called the National Con- 
+ federacy, though {till diftin& from that of 
; the Difidents. 
_ Pr. Ridzivil fent a deputation to the 
" eommiflaries of war and trealury. requi- 
ring them to take an oath, that thev 
would be faithful to the King and the 
Confederates; alfo that they would fupport 
and proteét the Roman-Catholic religion, 
and the "’berty and privileges of other reli- 
gions. He likewife puhlifhed usiver/alia, 
in which he recommended to the nobility 
and gentry of the feveral provinces, to 
furnifh their nuncios with ample inftruc- 
tions, that at the diet thev might deli- 
) berate, not only on the affaire of the 
| Difidents, but alfo thofe which effential-. 
> ly concerned all the orders of the {tate 
and the public good, particularly the 
maintenance of the funda:nental confti- 
tution, 

The Bifhop of Cracow fent a verv pa- 
thetic and zealous letter to the dietines 
affembled at Warfaw the 15th of Avauft, 
In which he exhorted them to arm their 
huncios with courage, by giving thetn or- 
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thodox and patriotic inftructions, that 
they might not jallow to the Dihdents 
any new advantages beyond thofe which 
the conftitutions of the country, and 
treaties with foreign powers, exprefsly 
granted them. He oblerved, that the 
King’s univerfals for convoking the diet 
mentioned only the confederacies of 
Thorn and Sluck, and entirely omitted 
the patriotic matters intended by their 
augult neighbours, in regard to the fup- 


porting of their principal laws, the perpe- 


tuating of their Kberty, and the remo- 
ving of thofe innovations which threatened 
to impair their happinefs; and advifed 
them to inftrué@ their nuncios in fuch 
manner, that they would not permit anv 
thing to be treated of in the diet, but 
infift on another being convoked, whole 
univerfals might be analagous to the de- 
clarations of the powers concerned, and 
to the wifhes of the nation. 

Such an appearance had the affairs of 
Poland affumed by this time, as greatly 
alarmed the court of Rome. The Pope 
therefore fent briefs, to the King, to 
the Great Chancellor, to the Noblefle, 
to the Bifhops, and to the Prince Primate, 
with fuch arguments and exhortations as 
were thought moft properto ward off tron 
Popery, the danger feared. M-anewhile 
councils were frequently held at the Bi- 
{hop of Cracow’s palace, where all the 
Prelates at Warfaw affembled. 

The King of Sweden not having hi- 
therto dove any thing in favonr of the 
Diffidents upon their former applications, 
they addrefJed a letter to him afreth, 
intreating him taemplov his good offices 
for them, couformably to the treaty of 
Oliva, in which Charles XT. one of his 
predeceflors, was a contrasting party 
His Majettv on this appointed a refident 
to the King and republic for that pur- 
pofe, who arrived at Wartiw the 2d 
of September, and afterwards prefente® 
a declaration on the behalf of thofe people. 

An union of the Confederacy of the 
D'flidents with the General Confederacy 
of the Nation. was effected Spt. 26. in 
the palace of Pr. Radzivil, who on that 
occafion exprefied great friendthip for 
the Dffidents. Within a few days af- 
ter, the Roflian troops in the capital 
were reinforced, and a confiderahle boty 
of them was potted at about five miles di - 
ftance. 

The extraordinary diet being a&tuclly

Not having yet got an 
authentic account of thofe articles, we 
muit content our'elves with a fketch of 
what appeared in the public papers about 
that time.

To {lew 
that the Roman-Catholic was fiill to be 
cobfidered as the dominant religion, it 


ovided, that the King fhould al- 
be a Roman-Cathoiic; that if he 
marnied a Diiident, fhe fhould not be 
crowned; one account added, 
thet if for the future any Roman Catho- 
lic fhould forrake his religion, he fhould 
not erjoy the benent of thele refolutions 
but be fubjet to the former laws againt 
the Diflidests. 

In the beginning of laft 
informed, that the Prince Primate, be- 
ing 4 ftrenvous advocate for aboli!hing

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of the Crown’s fahary from 120,000 to 
go0,co0o florins ; adding 40,000 annually 
to the appointments of the Great Trea- 
furer of Lithuania; allotting 600,000 
yearly to Pr. Radzivil, befide ordering 
ayment of 3,000,000 which his family 
fi lent to the itate ; appointing conti- 
gerable fums for Count Fleming and the 
Bilhop of Wilna; 400,000 annually for 
eftablifhing a college of Phyficians ; and 
32,000 Polifh ducats as a yearly provifion 
for the two Princes of Saxony, the fons of 
their late king. It was alfo aflured, that 
the Liberum veto, by which any fingle 
member ot an ordinary diet might put a 
ftop or an end to its proceedings, in vir- 
tue of only protefting apainft them, and 
which had been abolifhed by the eledction- 
diet in the inter-reign, was renew- 
ed, and ettablifhed as one of the funda- 
mental laws. This may be the more ea- 
fily belheved, asit wasa_ thing, however 
ocd-like to Britons, which more foreign 
gourts‘than one, as well as many Poles, 
had expreiied a good deal of concern to 
have done. 

On the ft of February laft year, the 
extraordinary diet met again, according 
te adjournment. That day feveral things 
tending to inflame people’s minds were 
Jaid betore the aflembly ; among others, 
z manifetto by the Marthal of the Confe- 
Geracy of Grodno, one of thofe of which 
the Generel Confederacy confilted, full 
of barfh terms againft Pr. Repnin; a 
brief from the Pope, which had been de- 
livered by his nuncio to the Prince Pri- 
mate; another of his briefs to the King, 
In which it was faid, that his Majetty 
Cught rather to abdicate the crown, than 
fizn any thing which might be of preju- 
ice to the Roman-Catholic religion ; and 
é@fimilar brief to the Bithops. The nun- 
cio had alfo delivered a manifefto to the 
Great Chancellor, in which the Roman 
- : ; 
sonuitf declared, that all who figned a- 
nv articles prejudicial to Popery, would 
bo excommunicated. All] this occahoned 
new ecjournmient of the diet; and it 
would appear that the Pope’s nuncio had 
better been employed elewhere, than in 

Ccuvering fuch briefs and manifeftoes at 
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anew. In fa, we were foon after 
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told, that a refolution had been entered 
inte, not to futfer any nmuncios from 
Rome to come for the future into Poland ; 
that a fynod or ecclefiaftical court fhould 
be formed, the Prince Primute to be prefi- 
dent, for deciding, as the latt refort, all 
fuch ecclefiaftical caufes as had formerly 
been carried to the court of Rome, or 
laid before the nuncio refiding in the 
kingdom; that the tax on the Pope’s bulls 
{hould be abolifhed, or at leatt diminith- 
ed; and that a regulation fhould be 
made with refpeé to tithes. 

The treaty concluded with Ruffia in 
1686 was confirmed, according to the 
form in which it exitts in the Ruffian ar- 
chives, and not as it had been publifhed 
in Poland; alfo all former treaties be- 
tween the republic and the courts of Pe- 
terfburg and Berlin. 

On the sth of March, the laft day of 
the diet’s fitting, an entry was made in 
the journals of it, that the General Con- 
federacy of the States, and that of the 
Diffidents, were entirely at an end. It 
was alfo declared, that the treaty which 
had been concluded by the Great Com- 
miflion with the Ruffian ambaflador, as 
well in regard to the rights of the Difi- 
dents as to the affairs of the kingdom, 
had now the force of a law, and was to be 
confidered as a fundamental and perpetual 
conftitution. 

We are fenfible, that the accounts we 
have had it in our power to give of thofe 
tranfactions muft be very defeétive, per- 
haps in fome parts erroneous; but thought 
it not amils to lay the moft n-aterial of 
fuch as we received together, in order 
that they may be feen at one view. 

The Emprefs of Ruflia had engaged to 
guarantee all that fhould be concluded 
on, with refpe& both to the rights of the 
Diffidents, and to the Polifh liberties; {a 
the treaty was fent to her for a ratifica- 
tion; which it received. 

Some days after the diet refumed its 
fittings in February laft vear, it was ob- 
ferved in advices from Warfaw, that the 
number of fenators and nuncios returned 
to give their fuffrages, was not near fo 
great as it had been in O&tober prece- 
ding ; from whence it was inferred, that 
among the ablfent there were probably 
forme diffatistied with the arrangements 
of the grand commifiion, and who might 
repent of having taken part in the pene- 
ral confederacy.

It mutt however 
be contefied, that this art has not met 
with that attention in France, the real 
importance of it deferves. 

Where ever great numbers of people 
liave evilted, we may take it for granted, 
agriculture has been tollowed ; for with- 
outit thev could not live. It is one of 
the mott melancho'y retle@tions humanity 
can fugpett, that the records of mankind 
are illed with milerable butcheries, while 
the cultivation of the earth is fearce ever 
mentioned. A few pages would pive us 
: complete compilation of the hiftory of 

oriculture, which feeds mankind ;—1mil- 
lions ot volumes are filled with the art 
of war, which dettrovs them. Such are 
the cruel prejudices of this world ! 

This blind infatuation is to be regret- 
te’ inthe French writings, equally with 
thole of other countries, until the pre- 
lent age. Very little concerning hul- 
bandry is to be met with in any betore 
the reign of that great and good prince 
Heury IV. He, and his minitter Sully, 
uncerftood and loved agriculture; aud 
were the moft remarkable men in this, as 
Weil as other refpeéts, in modern times. 
The King’s ideas of national improve- 
Nents were ot a Jarger extent than the 
minitter’s, con prehending the encourage 
Inent of manufa@tures; but the latter, 
with moft juftnefs, was of another opi- 
Dion, and condemned manufactures until 
that firft preat manufaéture of the foil 
“os complete; accordingly, he encoura- 
eed apriculture all in his power, and by 
e'catly adding tothe eafe and comfo;t

of the lower people, made them fond of 
that profeflion which rendered thembhappy. 
Nor was his matter backward in promo- 
ting the minifter’s conduct; and agricul 
ture (o attended to, made large ftrides, 
and fleurifhed more in) France than in 
Enrland, or anv neighbouring kingdom, 
And herein, in a good mealure, was 
laid the foundation of the future power 
of France. 

It is impofible that wifer meafures could 
have been tuken, than were by thele two 
truly preat men, for the reftoration of 
France. Harstied with all kinds of civil 
convulfions, of a great number of years, 
it was necefilary, if ever the was ex- 
pected to make a confiderable figure, to 
allow her full tine to recruit her loiles, 
and likewile, ducing that time, to pur- 
fue fuch a condu@, as would lend the 
moft helping hand to reoder her tranquil. 
lity flourthing. This was not to be 
done by hunting after toretyn commerce, 
while her foil was uncultivated ; nor by 
eftabli{hing manufactures at home, while 
hands were every where wanting in huf- 
bandry. Tie only juft plan was, to 
give all poflible encouragement to the 
cultivation of the earth; and thereby 
to render the people, who had groaned 
fo long under the oppreflion of a civil 
war, eafy and comfortable. 

Thele were the meafures of that great 
king, and his truly faithful miniiter. A- 
pricolture, under their encouragement, 
flourifhed ; —the lands, which had been 
fo long uncultivated, were covered with 
corn; —the peafants were affluent and 
happy ; —the general face of the king- 
dom was changed;—it pave manifeft 
fipns of ipeedily becoming moft flourifh- 
ing and forinidable.-——Cabals, ta¢tions, 
confufion, civil wars, and every horrid 
contratt to this happy period, then enfued. 
It may eafily be fuppoied, that the voice 
of hutbandry was heard nomores indeed 
we know nothing of the French apricul- 
ture during that period, and in all pro- 
bability there was nothing io it worthy 
to be known. In thofe times of public 
confufion, it infallibly finks toa wretched 
{tate of infiynificance. So great a power 
have a few of ruining the many! The 
number of men engaged in a civil war, 
is always vaitly fhort of the number whe 
follow their common occupations, —the 
proportion will not be found to be one in 
a hundred; and yet what milery and 
wretchednefs does that one man bring 
bron his Lurdred neighbours !

They feemed to be all unanimous in 
thinking that a fhare, and a liberal one 
too, {hould be allotted to the public from 
thefe foreign revenues ; but that if the 
monev is to be paid in England, the pu- 
blic fhould not be fecured in a fixed de- 
terminate fum, whilft the proprietors 
were left to all the contingencies incident 
to an Indian war, befides thofe of com- 
merce, in bringing home the returns of 
their merchandife, and the produce of 
their foreign revenues. 

It alio appeared, that the direétors had 
heen by no means unanimous in the above 
refolution of their court. —Some of them 
gave very forcible reatons for their diffent; 
whilit others with equal confidence, (and 
one of them with fome vehemence), tup- 
ported their opinions in having agreed to 
it, yet it was evident they had been led 
to make thefe offers, rather from a per- 
juafion that they could not obtain better 
terms from the prefent miniitry, than 
irom a conviction that they were confift- 
ent with the intereft of the company, or 
even fuch as in their own opinion the 
company had a title to afk, and would 
have obtained, if they had not concluded 
‘uch an abjurd bargain two years ago. 
Upon the whole, the debate was carried 
on with great moderation and good order, 
aud, what is rather remarkable in Lea-
